The 


money was seized during a. revolver 
duel which caused scores of custo- 
mers to flee in fear. Three men were 
shot in the gun fight, a policeman, 
a bystander and ono of.iho robbers 
who was wounded as he and his com- 
panions were escaping. 


The money was being-'transferred 


from the store to a. bank. The rob- 
bers, waiting in ambush 
in the 


store, closed in on the 
policemen 


and bank guards as they nearccl an 
exit. Three robbers came tip out of 
tho basement staira; a fourth appear- 
ed in the doorway and the fifth was 
standing at a counter to the rear. 


A cleric saw a r..nn inako a ges- 


ture, the signal for tho robbers to 
close in. The 
two policemen and 


two bank guards found themselves 
surrounded by the five bandits, all 
with drawn revolvers. 


At the. command to "stick 'em up" 


the fight started. Amid the roar of 
revolvers and the screams of women 
customers, ono of tho robbers seized 
the box containing the money and 
started for tho 
exit.

William Binder, lying- wounded on 
tho floor, fired at one of the robbers. 
He was seen, to stagger and heard to 
cry out In pain but was dragged to 
the bandit's auto by a companion.

that alcohol has no medical value to 
the body of a young person. 


No one, so far as I know, has as 


yet brought forward any fair 
or 


reasonable excuse for the use of al- 
cohol as medicine or beverage by 
any layman, young or old. So we 
must start with the premise 
that 


everybody should be a total abstain- 
er until some good and 
sufficient 


reason Is offered why he or she 
should use alcohol as medicine, food 
or beverage. 


The effect of .alcohol is depressant 


to the body, from the first to last. I 
am speaking now of the use of al- 
cohol as medicine or as beverage, in 
ordinary' doses as-used by laymen 
who regard it as necessary, benefi- 
cial or warranted for such use. 


An ordinary beverage dose of al- 


cohol makes the heart beat faster 
and with less force—a weak heart is 
usually more- rapid than a strong or 
normal heart—and diminishes the 
blood pressure by relaxing1, surface 
arterioles. This flushes the skin, de- 
ceives the victim into believing he 
Is "warmed up" and "stimulated."^ 
At the same time the actual body" 
temperature is lowered, because of 
the excessive dissipation 
of body 


heat from the flushed surface and 
the weakened circulation, and, the 
victim Is therefore less capable of 
enduring exposure to extreme cold—

ture," Professor Gillin warned. "We 
may expect an increasing tax bur- 
den because we have failed to apply 
to this problem of the criminal the 
ame attention we give to business 
or politics." 


Before taking up possible means 


of alleviating the strain, the speak- 
er asked the question, "is that treat- 
ment?1' based on: 
' 


The overcrowded conditions at the 


state prison, where 1,350 prisoners 
are lodged in an institution built to 
accommodate 900. Enforced idleness, 
and poor hospital facilities at both 
the prison in Waupun and the re- 
formatory at Green Bay which are 
'notoriously inadequate." The over- 
worked guards, who although legis- 
ative action says are to be on duty 
only eight hours a day, forces them 
to work 12 because of lack of money. 
The fire hazards, especially the auto 
tag plant at the prison, and hospitals 
at both institutions. 


Pointing out long hours, poor pay, 


and little chance of advancement-, 
Dr. Gillin 
commented 
on 
the 


guards: 
:'Is it any wonder that the guards 


become soured, irritated, have a lack 
of inspiration for their work, and 
beget an attitude of suspicion in the 
inmates as deep as they themselves 
come to possess? 
There lies the 


basis of prison cruelty so far as it 
exists. The guards are victims of a 
system as much as the inmates. 


Then, turning to possible remedies, 


Professor Gillan advised that pro- 
bation and parole laws, now "hedged 
about with limitations 
which ser- 


iously interfere with their effective- 
ness," be revised in order-that more 
persons be placed under supervision 
out of prison. He also urged, seg- 
regation of hardened criminals from 
first offenders and the like. 


"Such a foolish arrangement as 


the present prevents the authorities 
from lessening the prison popula- 
tion," he said.

And 
in the third place even his friend 
admit that he is neither a 
gooc 


orator nor a good 
politician—and 


, Texas is supposed to be a place 


where a man has to be both in 


- order to 
get elected governor. 


Beat "Ma" Ferguson 


Last summer Sterling based his 


campaign on a pledge lor a busi- 
ness-like administration. 
Opposing 


him was the redoubtable "Ma" Fer- 
guson, and her even more redoubt- 
able husband, ex-Governor Jim Fer 
guson who is said to have 200,000 
'votes "in his pocket" any time he 
cares to run for anything in. Texas. 


The politicians doubted that Ster- 


ling could win. He was a command- 
ing figure, and he had the support 
of Governor Dan 
Moody, which 


meant a good deal, but he couldn't 
make inspiring speeches, 
and the 


Fergusons were off on one of their 
old-time spell-binding tours, 
cam' 


paigning in typical Ferguson style. 


But Sterling showed that he was 


a fighter. 
His sis-foot frame and 


225 pounds indicated as much. He 
proceeded to cite the records of the 
Fergusons in the governor's 
office 


to prove his contention that the 
state had had enough of Ferguson- 
ism. "Pa" Ferguson retorted that 
Sterling had 22 bathrooms in his 
house, and asserted that 
Sterling 


- was "the candidate of gold 
anfi 


gall." And Sterling won a sweep- 
ing victory. 


Kbw the state is wondering what 


kind of administration it is going 
to get. 
Sterling does not talk a 


great deal. He told an interviewer 
recently: 


"Just a Business Man" 


"I'm just a plain, business man. 


I plan to give Texas a business ad- 
ministration. I'm going to put into 
it everything 
I've got—everything 


I ever put into~ a business of my 
own." 


That sounds trite, but if Sterling 


lives up to it it is a good augury; 
for he has'been, as successful a busi- 
ness man as any state can. produce. 


Ha -was born, 55 years ago on a 


farm near Anahuac, Tesr. 
His an- 


cestors had settled-in Texas when 
it was a part of Mexico and had 
taken part in the rebellion that 
took Texas away from Mexico and 
his father had served with distinc- 
tion as s. captain, in the Confeder- 
ate army in the Civil "War. But the 
family was poor and a few years 
of studying in a little one-room 
rural school was all the schooling 
Jje ever got. 


As his first job hs became a sailor 


at 14, after working for 
several 


years in his father's 
cotton, lield. 


He and his brother bought a small 
schooner and used it to transport 
farm produce across the bay to the 
.markets in Galveston. The venture 
prospered, but an injury 
suffered 


afloat made young Sterling return 
to the land. He once said, "If it 
hadn't been for that mishap I might 
still be freighting on the bay—I 
. loved it." 


$65 When He Wed " 


Coming ashore, he established 
a 


littla store on Double Bayou, near 
Anahuac. At times he went out on 
tbe road with a brother, buying and 
selling produce. At 23 he 'was mar- 
ried to 
Miss Mauds Abbie Gage. 


The bride and groom had just $65 
between them, and they spent it all 
on house furnishings. 
But 
the 


bride, apparently, was able to stand 
straitened circumstances for Ster- 
ling calls that wedding "ths most 
important step I ever took" and in- 
sists that the credit for an of his 
success belongs to Mrs. Sterling— 
"who only smiles Yrhen he says it.

prospered- Sometime later—in 1910

'Bus takers may say, the citizens of 
those municipalities always talk in 
terms of "greater city" millions. 


Whether the 1940 census count ac- 


tually will show at least 12 cities 
With more than a million depends on 
how these cities and their suburbs 
eolve the problems of union. 


Already several municipalities are 


trying to do something about it, 
through legislative action, annexa- 
tion, rewording of charters. 


The parados of a 
metropolitan 


community listed by Uncls Sam at 
approximately a third of its actual 
strength is presented by Boston. 


Boston proper has 781,188 citizens 


by the 1930 census, but 
1,955,168 


persons were counted in the closely 
packed network of 43 cities and 
towns separated as a rule by arbi- 
trary and artificial boundaries.
